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ATE  CABLES. 


The  1937-38  Argentine  corn  crop  unofficially  estimated 
at  only  197,000,000  -  236,000,000  bushels,  against  359,615,000 
bushels  produced  in  1936-37,  as  result  of  damage  already  suf- 
fered and  continuation  of  drought  in  southern  and  western  parts 
of  corn  zone.  Recent  rains  insufficient  to  relieve  drought 
conditions  materially,  especially  in  Provinces  of  Cordoba  and 
Buenos  Aires.  Corn  noted  on  recent  field  trip  into  Cordoba 
tasseled  only  waist  high  and  considerable  acreage  complete 
failure.  Rains  insure  fair  to  good  yields  in  center  of  zone 
but  southern  and  western  parts  irreparably  injured.  (Agricul- 
tural Attache  P.   0.  Nyhus,  Buenos  Aires.) 

Norway  final  estimate  of  the  1937  potato  crop  placed  at 
31,636,000  bushels  as  against  35,753,000  bushels  produced  in 
1936.     (International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  Rome.) 

Argentina  second  official  estimate  of  the  1937-38  area 
planted  to  cotton  placed  at  1,035,423  acres  compared  with  last 
year's  second  estimate  of  713,452  acres.  (Agricultural  Attache 
P.  0.  Nyhus,  Buenos  Aires.) 

Brisbane,  Australia,  wool  sales  closed  January  11.  Av- 
erage selection  offered,  principally  suited  for  continental 
requirements.  Competition  was  keen.  Chief  buyers  were  from 
the  Continent,  with  slight  improvement  from  Yorkshire.  Market 
closed  firm.     (Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor,  London.) 
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GROTS 

Brazilian  wheat  flour  to  be  mixed  with  other  flours 


Brazil  has  recently  decreed  that  all  wheat  flour  used  for  making 
"bread  must  be  mixed  with  other  domestic  flours  up  to  30  percent,  it  is 
reported  by  the  United  States  Consul  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.     The  admixture 
must  be  made  by  the  millers,   and  at  the  discretion  of  the  Government 
"heat  byproducts  may  be  added  to  the  mixture.     Pure  wheat  flour  may  be 
produced  under  special  license  for  the  manufacture  of  alimentary  pastes, 
cookies,  crackers,  pastry,   etc.,  but  it  must  be  sold  in  a  special  type 
of  package  to  be  specified  by  regulations  not  yet  announced.  Imported 
wheat  flour  may  be  used  for  bread  in  those  bakeries  which  are  equipped 
to  prepare  the  mixture  decreed. 

The  decree  further  stipulates  that  the  Government  will  take 
measures  to  reduce  freight  rates  on  products  which  are  to  be  added  to 
wheat  flour  and.  provides  for  the  exemption  of  import  duties  on  machinery 
and  equipment  for  manufacturing  starch,  fecula,  and  bread-making  flours, 
which  are  imported  under  special  license. 

Turkey  becomes  an  exporter  of  wheat 

YTneat  has  not  only  been  eliminated  from  the  list  of  commodities 
imported  into  Turkey  but  has  become  an  item  for  export,   it  is  pointed 
out  in  a  recent  report  from  the  United  States  Consul  at  Ankara.  A 
number  of  measures  were-  undertaken  by  the  present  Government  to  bring 
about  this  result.     The  most  important  of  those  was  the  abrogation  of 
the  tithe.     This  tax,  which  .affected  all  agricultural  products,  was 
replaced  by  another  applying  only  to  products  actually  marketed.  Such 
products  as  flour,  and  certain  bypi-oducts  of  wheat,   are  subject  to  a 
tax  of  10  percent  of  their  value  at  the  point  of  shipment  provided  it 
is  not  more  than  60  kilometers  (about  37  miles)  from  their  place  of 
origin. 

Other  laws  have  provided  for  grants  of  land  to  the  peasants  on 
generous  terms,  and  the  Government  has  also  extended  transportation 
facilities,  reduced  freight  rates  on  grain,   created  an  Institute  of 
Agriculture  at  Ankara,  and  founded  numerous  agricultural  experimental 
stations.    TJork  has  beer  done  to  improve  seed  varieties  and  much  inter- 
est has  been  shown  in  promoting  agricultural  credit.     Through  the 
Agricultural  Bank  of  Turkey,  the  Government  is  authorized  to  buy  and 
sell  domestic  wheat  at  fixed  prices  and  generally  regulate  the  wheat 
industry,  in  order  to  raise  prices  in  the  interior  of  the  country. 
Many  silos  have  been  built  for  sorting  and  storing  wheat,  and  others 
are  in  process  of  construction. 

The  annual  production  of  wheat  in  Turkey  has  increased  from 
about  94,000,000  bushels  in  1930  to  140,000,000  bushels  in  1937. 
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Domestic  requirements  are  now  fully  covered,  and  daring  1931-1935  an 
average  of  14,550,000  bushels  of  wheat  was  exported. 

TOBACCO 

China  imports  smaller  cu-j-tity  of  American  flue-cured  tobacco 

American  imports  of  tobacco  into  China  during  October  and  November 
amounted  to  only  745,000  pounds  compared  with  3,670,000  pounds  imported 
during  the  corresponding  months  in  1936,  according  to  a  radiogram  from 
Owen  L.  Dawson,  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Shanghai.    For  the 
crop  year,  October-September  1936-37,  China  imported  a  total  of  40,394,000 
pounds  of  leaf  tobacco,  of  which  35,705,000  consisted  of  American  leaf. 
Imports  of  American  flue-cured  for  the  1937-38  season  are  expected  to  be 
considerably  reduced. 

Cigarette  production  in  China  so  far  this  crop  year  has  been 
greatly  reduced*     Some  large  Chinese-owned  factories  at  Shanghai  were 
completely  destroyed  and  others  will  not  be  able  to  operate  for  some 
time.     The  large  foreign  factories  sustained  some  damage  at  Shanghai 
but  one  of  these  has  recently  reopened.    Factories  located  at  Tsingtao 
and  Hankow  have  been  very  active  this  season  but  these  may  have  to 
suspend  operations  if  hostilities  develop  in  those  areas. 

The  Chinese  1937  flue-cured  production,-  estimated  at  220,000,000 
■pounds- as  compared  with  160,000,000  for  the  preceding  year,  was  harvested 
before  military  activities  reached  the  producing  areas.     The  marketing  of 
the'  1937  crop,  however,  has  been  seriously  disrupted  as  only  a  small 
volume  has  to  date  reached  the  large  consuming  centers,    prices  have  been 
low  and  a  considerable  quantity  remains  in  the  possession  of  the  farmers. 
Leaf  exports  daring  the  1937-38  crop  year  may  not  exceed  those  of  last 
year  unless  transportation  improves.     Total-leaf  exports  daring  the 
1936-37  season  amounted  to  36,350,000  pounds,  of  which  approximately 
25,000,000  pounds  were  shioped  to  Manchuria. 

Manchurir  -plans  to  restrict  tobacco  imports. 

As  a  result  of  the  Trade  Control  Act  recently  passed  by  the 
Manchurian  Government,  imports  of  leaf  tobacco  from  China  and  the  United 
States  are  to  be  restricted,  according  to  a  radiogram' received  from  the 
Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     Imports  from 
Japan  may  be  increased  but  large  amounts  still  will  be  required  from  China 
and  America.     Total  leaf  imports  into  Manchuria  during  the  1935*37  crop 
year,  October-September,  equaled  33,471,000  pounds,  of  which  11,365,000 
pounds  w^rs  from  the  United  States.     Leaf  imports  for  the  1937-38  season 
may  equal  the  1935-37  amount  as  a  result  of  the  short  1937  crop  and  the 
strong  cigarette  demand.    The  1937  Manchurian  flue-cured  crop  was  esti- 
mated at  4,000,000  pounds,  compared  with  5,000,000  harvested  in  1936.  It 
is  reported  that  an  expansion  of  the  Manchurian  flue-cured  acreage  in  1938 
will  be  encouraged. 
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OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 
kanchurian  soybean  situation 


Th«  Dairen  soybean  market  was  seasonally  active  during  November 
with  the  arrival  of  284,000  short  tons  of  the  new  crop  of  beans,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  of  Vice  Consul  Pasquet  'transmitted  by  radio  from  the 
Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    'Bean  mill  ac- 
tivities at  Dairen  increased;  during  November,  producing  4,300  short  tons 
of  bean  oil  compared  with,  900  tons  produced  in  October.    Production  of 
bean  cake  and  meal  likewise  increased  proportionately. 

Stocks  in  Dairen  at  the  end  of  November  amounted  to  71,000  short 
tonsrof  beans,  2,800  tons  of  bean  oil,  and  25,000  tons  of  bean  cake  and 
meal.     Prices  of  soybeans .and  bean  products  declined  slightly  during  the 
month  as  a  result  of  the  downward  trend  of  other  vegetable  oils  and 
oil  seeds  in  the  European  markets. 

The  1937  Manchurian  soybean  crop,  according  to  the  third  offi- 
cial estimate,  was  placed  at  153,330,000  bushels,  compared  with 
152,375,000  bushels  for  1936...  : 

During'"  the  1936-37  season,  Manchu'rie/n  exports  of  beancake  and  meal 
and  bean  oil  to  the  United  States  were  larger  than  normal.  This  increase 
was  attributed  to  the  short  1936  vegetable  oil  crops  in  this  country.

Australian  wool  sales  have  easi er  tone 

wool  sales  of  early  January  at  Sydney  and  Brisbane,  Australia,  were 
marked  by  steady  to  lower  prices,  according  to  cooled  advices  from  Agricul- 
tural Attache  C  C.  Taylor  at  London.    At  the  Sydney  sales  which  closed 
January  S,  prices  were  at  par  to  10  percent  "below  the  prices  made  at  the 
opening  on  January  3.    Continental  European  competition  at  the  close  was 
restricted,  with  "both  Yorkshire  and  Japan  very  quiet.    At  the  Brisbane  sales 
which  opened  January  10.  prices  were  unchanged  from  the  Sydney  closing  posi- 
tions.    There  was  a  good  average  selection,  and  Germany  and  France,  the 
chief  buyers,  offered  fairly  keen  competition.     Yorkshire  operated  slowly, 
however,  with  Japan  buying  only  occasional  lots.

Export  indexes 

In  November  the  monthly  index  of  the  quantity  of  United  States  agri- 
cultural exports  stood  at  its  highest  level  for  2  years.     The  average  for 
the  first  5  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  was  the  highest  since  1933 
and  20  percent  ahove  that  for  the  corresponding  months  last  season. 

Most  of  the  rise  since  last  year  has  "been  due  to  the  recovery  in  ex- 
ports of  grains  and  cotton,  although  some  increase  was  shown  in  the  prin- 
cipal groups  of  exports  except  tobacco,  cured  pork,  and  fruits.  Tobacco 
and  cured  pork  exports  remained  practically  unchanged,  but  fruits  were 
15  percent  below  last  year's  level.     The  index  for  grains  and  grain  products 
for  November  exceeded  the  pre-war  level  for  the  first  time  since  December 
1931.     The  index  for  lard  exports  was  at  its  highest  level  since  November 
1934.

Principal  agricultural  products 

In  the  5  months  ended  November  30,  1937,  United  States  exports  of 
farm  products  were  .valued  at  $379,174,000  as  against  $343,920,000  in  1936, 
a  gain  of  10  percent.     The  gain  in  volume  was  20  percent.

Exports  of  grains  continued  the  advance  which,  began  after  the  1937  har- 
vest.   Nearly  four  tines  as  much  wheat  and  flour  were  exported  as  in  the  same  5 
months  of  1935.    All  the  other  grains  shared  in  the  upturn.     The  United  States 
exported  123,946,000  pounds  of  milled  rice  as  against  7,121,000  pounds  a  year 
ago.    Exports  of  lard  which  amounted  to  61,749,000  pounds  represented  a  gain 
of  49  percent  over  the  very  low  level  reached  in  1936.     Exports  of  cottonseed 
oil  were  noticeably  larger,  and  the  same  was  true  of  raisins.    More  tobacco  was 
exported  than  in  the  same  months  of  1936,  although,  these  sales,  were  made  at 
lower  prices.'    Less  meat  and  fruit  were  exported  this,  season,  than  last. 

In  the  July-November  period  of  1937  the  value  of  farm  products  imported 
into  the  United  States  totaled  .$563,067,000,  a  gain  of  13  percent  over  the  same 
months  of  1936  when  imports  were  valued  at  $514,636,000.. 

Competitive  imports  which  were  valued  at  $270,719,000  made  up  46  percent 
cf  ail  agricultural  imports  from  July  through  November.     This  represented  a  gain 
of  cnly  6  percent  over  last  season.     Imports  cf  barley,  oats,  rye,  and  wheat 
dropped  off  sharply.     Except  for  coconut  and  soybean  cake  and  meal,  imports  cf 
feedstuffs  were  also  smaller.
